Manilla, March 27.—After a sharp 


engagement the town of Malenta was 
captured by the forces under General 
Uoyd Wheaton. The place is situated 
beyond the Tullahan river.. 


Colonel Harry .C. Egbert of 
the 


-Twenty-second regular infantry was 
killed. Prince Lowenstein, formerly 
aide-de-camp on the staff of Brigadier 
General Miller at Iloilo, somehow got 
in front of the firing line and was shot 
In the side, dying almost instantly. A 
German who accompanied him was 
wounded. 


The American casualties were much 


lighter than those of Saturday, the to- 
tal losses thus far reported since the 
engagement commenced being 4B killed 
and 145 wounded. General Wheaton en- 
tered Malinta, which is a small village 
of huts, at 1 o'clock p. m. 


Evidently anticipating a bombard- 


ment by the fleet, a thousand rebels 
vacated Malabon, leaving a few to buru 
the town. General Wlieaton's brigade 
•tretched out along the railroad from 
Caloocan to the Tuliahan river, was 
powerless to prevent the withdrawal, 
owing to the natural .obstacles and to 
the strong opposition. A column of 
sinoke at daybreak was the first inti- 
mation of the enemy's intentions, but 
others followed at various points, all 
soon blending in a dense, balloon- 
ehaped cloud. The flames of burning 
rice mills and large buildings could be 
plainly seen from Caloocan despite the 
strong sunlight. 


By 1 o'clock in the morning the only 


building of importance not destroyed 
[n the center of the town was a-large 
stone church, but even at noon freeh 
flr«s were started among the native 
huts in the outskirts of Malabon, al- 
though the general exodus took place 
much earlier. Many of the rebels 
•ought refuge in the suburbs of Na.vo- 
UJB and Casag, or were driven inward 
by the shells of the Helena, Callao, 
NIngdapan and I-aguna de Bay. 


In front of Malinta were strong 


Filipino Intrenchments. but no Fili- 
pinos were to be seen. Apparently 
they had 
fled. 
The Twenty-second 


regiment approached diagonally, with 
General Wheaton and his staff close 
behind, and scouts closely observing 
the ground. 


When the Americans were within

With Natives Six Years. 


iss Kath.er.ine Myers Arrives for a 
Short Visit to Her Parents— 


A Talk With Her. 


Miss Kafcherine Myers, who has 


been a missionary in 
India,.and 


'Ceylon for a number of years, is 
visiting her parents, 
at 
107" Gay 


street. 
'; 


She left Ceylon In October last, 


.' stopping en route home in China and 
Japan. 
She reached Seattle late in 


December, stopping in the west quite 
a while. Last month she came on to 
Cincinnati, lecturing there and rilling 
several engagements in the northern 
portion of the state. 


She spent.abont six years in Ceylon 


and has become acclimated. 
She ex- 


pects to return there during the 
course of the year. She was formerly 
engaged in kindergarten work in Cin- 
cinnati, but ia 1893 she was sent by 
the Presbyterian board of Missouri 
to Odervllle, Ceylon, and placed in 
charge of two hundred children. 


Miss Myers talked entertainingly 


of the manners and customs of this 
people. Nothing is thought of a lady 
traveling alone there a night. Homes 
are left open and are unmolested, no 
donrs or windows being closed ab 
night. The nearest neighbor she had 
was seven miles away, and yet she 
thought nothing of driving there or 
having her runners draw her 'to the 
neighbors any time during the even- 
ing. -'. 
' 


In some respects the neighbors are 


very clean, members of a 
family 


having separate dishes, each member 
washing Bis own, and no vessel or 
utensil is ever louched to the lips. 
Snakes abound in great profusion, 
the rat snake growing to a great size, 
often being ten feet in length, but 
few of the snake are poisonous. In 
eating, a family will squat on the 
bare floor, they having no tables or 
cbairs. 
A person is known by his 


headgear, wealthy people wearing a 
turban that is a marvel of beauty, 
while the lower classes wear one tnat 
is devoid of all ornamentation. 
The 


principal diet is rice and is prepared 
in various forms unknown to many 
in this country. ^The Timal alphabet 
contains'one hundred and forty-two 
characters and i« taught exclusievly 
on the islands. The schiul book con- 
sists of strips of palm leaf one inch 
wide and eighteen inches long, each 
strip containing a day's lesson, the 
characters being inscribed thereon by 
the needle-pointed blade of a pocket- 
knife 


Miss Myer brought several trunks 


with her filled with curios and sou- 
venirs of her life on ^the island, be- 
sides bric-a-brac presented to her by 
friends, some of which is very valu- 
able, all being keep-sakes that she 
makes use of while illustrating her 
lecture. 
Among the most valuable 


is a Buddha god, or idol, secured by 
herself in the sacred temple of India. 
While small, it is a most interesting 
relic.

Militia, Sheriff1 and Itoputle* Surronod 


the iiarricsited Houte, and by Persua- 
sion Succeed In Gaiuiue Their Point, 
the Belligerents Glvlug Up Peaceably. 
Clluiax to a Mont Reuiarkubl* Caie. 
Bowling Green, O., March 27.—A 


peaceful climax capped the sensational 
ttiid bloody tragedies which have been 
agitating this county for the past two 
days. John und Paul Zeltner surrend- 
ered and are now in jail here. 


It is doubtful if the capture would 


have beuu .au'ected except for. the fact 
that the Zeltnevs were nearly out of 
ammunition ur.d they knew surrender 
was the only method of saving them- 
selves from au infuriated mob. 


The militia had planned to make a 


stand about daylight, the men being 
stationed around the housa to prevent 
the Zeltuers from picking the men off. 
Several narrow escapes from bullets 
happened during the evening for the 
Zeltuers, being German sharpshooters, 
were picking out arid shooting at every 
one venturing within. 500 yards. 


At 5:30 a. m. ex-Sheriff Biggs, ac- 


companied 
by a neighbor 
named 


Brown, started toward the house. They 
walked the distance alone. The Zelt- 
ners offered uo resistance to their ap- 
proach and admitted them to the 
house. 
Mr. Biggs plainly told them 


that the militia was ready to make nn 
attack on the house and they would 
be compelled to surrender and they 
had better give up peaceably. 
The 


Zcltners seemed not disposed at first 
to give "up and stated that they feared 
the n;cb, "CO cf which remained outside 
the militia lines. 
- 


After a half hour's talk they agreed 


and Sheriff Kingsbury was 
notified. 


He at once made arrangements to ac- 
cord the Zeltners the protection of the 
militia and a special train was or- 
dered to Ouster to convey them to jail. 


The Zeltners gave up their arms. 


Each was provided with a repeating 
rifle and a revolver. There were 75 
rounds of'rifle ammunition and two 
boxes of revolver cartridges left in 
the house. 
: • 


The men were taken from the house 


and conveysd to the train, and under 
the protection of the militia and Sher- 
iff Kingsbury and deputies they were 
taken to the Bowling Green jail with- 
out molestation. 
A crowd of about 


1,000 people met the train, but there 
was no demonstration. 
At -the jail 


the Zeltners -were very reticent, and 
did not care to talk of the matter, only 
saying that they regretted the death 
of Clarence Wettenmyer, who was kill- 
ed during the attack on the house. 


Story of the Crime. 
i 


• Developments since the"capture of ; 
John and Paul Zeltner indicate that 
they not only deliberated over the 
bloody defiance of .law,. but also pre- 
pared for it by having a large stock 
of ammunition in their residence, two 
miles from 
Hoyt's Corners. E. H. 


Westenhaver, ex-solicitor 
of North 


Baltimore, had been their attorney in 
numerous cases aiid sued them for 
his fees. The jury and witnesses had 
been sworn before Justice Burgoon 
in the township house at Hoyt's Cor- 
ners, in Westenhaver's suit to recover 
fees, 'when Paul Zeltner demanded 
some papers of Westenhaver and at- 
tempted to take them from his pocket. 
John Zeltner then joined in demand- 
ing the papers and immediately fired 
the fatal shot that killed Westen- 
haver. 


As the Zeltners had their horses 


ready for'mounting and escape, It is 
thought that they had arranged to get 
Westenhaver into a fight for the pur- 
pose of "doiag him up." The Zeltnevs 
kept up their firing till they mounted 
their horses and continued it as hur - 
dreds of citizens pursued them for two 
miles to their residence. After they 
reached their house they kept up a 
constant filing during the rest of the' 
day and during the night. They nrt 
only went to the trial fully armed, 
but they had ammunition at home for 
continued fusillades and still had lert 
a large stock on hand. 


While the feeling is intense around 


North Baltimore on account of the 
murder of Westenhaver, It'is equally 
intense around Hoyt's Corners on ac- 
count of the. killing of-their neighbor, 
Clarence Weidmeyer, who was with the 
sheriff's 
posse. 
When Weidmeyer 


fell valley after volley was poured 
into the crowd from the i"-ier story 
of the Zeltner house and ti._ Zeltners 
knew they were firing on their neigh- 
bors as well as on the sheriff and his 
deputies. Before the arrival of troops 
during the night a cannon used in 
shooting oil tanks when they are on' 
fire and a quantity of nitroglycerlri. 
had been secured, so that there wouid 
have been trouble niter sunrise i£ the 
troops'had not arrived. 


The Zeltner brothers and their fam- 


ilies were no doubt saved by the 
prompt arrival'of troops under the 
orders of Governor Bushnell. The 
troops stood between the firing from 
the house and the enraged crowds.
